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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. The cancellation of claims 7-25 which was directed to the non elected 
invention without traverse during the telephone conversation with Mr. Jonathan P. Osha on 
January 20, 2004 was the only subjected of discussion. The number of claims was made by the 
Examiner as a matter of formality concem. The insertion of the language "of the resin thin film' 
in claim 1 is to further clarify that the photosensitivity extinction temperature of the resin thin 
film, and this language may be found in claims 26, 27. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Jonathan P. Osha on February 4, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 7-25 were canceled;

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
of record teach or fairly suggest the step of controlling a temperature photosensitive resin thin 
film to a temperature lower than its photosensivity extinction temperature, and pressing a die to 
form a micro-asperity pattern on the surface of the photosensitive resin thin film presented in the 
claimed invention. The reference cited of interest such as D'amato discloses the use of 
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conventional process such as light exposure and development to form a surface relief pattern. 
The US 2002/0121339 and US 2002/0098257, which correspond to the copending appUcation 
10/084,641 and 10/054,0884, are cited of interest. Both fails to disclose the use of a 
photosensitive resin thin film within the meaning presented in the present invention.
